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secre better-than-usual fashion in Washington. But HUMAN EVENTS has managed to extract from 
some of the principals involved this much: that the plan is simple and implies rather a firmer and 
more courageous approach than it does any new military measures. We believe this information is 
correct. 


But from other sources in the services we are in a position to reveal one segment of the plan (which 
involves some rather amazing doings, until now undisclosed to the American people, probably because 
of “Acheson-ism”). If a top-level decision to implement this part of the plan should be taken, a termina- 
tion of the war might conceivably follow. It would depend, of course, on whether Dulles turns his back on 
“Acheson-ism”. 


The nub of the matter — as recommended to Ike by military circles — is as follows: Eisenhower 
must, as the first step, prepare for a strict naval blockade of China. The idea of a naval blockade is not 
new. But the “needle” in this project is new, since it has not been fully understood. Naturally, a block- 
ade of coastal shipping would have a strongly adverse effect on the Chinese economy, since China has 


‘comparatively few railroads — much of its internal transport depending on coast-wise shipping. Stop- 


ping or reducing this transport would prove a severe blow to the Reds. 


However — and here is the pay-off — the blockade of high-seas shipping can have even more effec- . 
tive results. This is not realized, for the astonishing facts about the matter have been kept from the 4 
public by “Acheson-ism” and the Truman censorship of the military during the past year. 


The truth is that about a million tons of shipping have been carrying munitions from Europe and 
other places to Chinese ports. One of the important portions of this munitions delivery has been pe- 
troleum and lubricants — loaded in Black Sea ports. The ships carry Greek, Panamanian and Soviet 
satellite flags. But the vessels are almost entirely owned by Greek interests whose headquarters and 
bank accounts are in London. The British have never attempted to put a stop to this trade although they 
could do so easily. If the British people knew that not only American but also British soldiers die in 
Korea because of tanks and planes fuelled by the above-described channels, opinion in the United King- 
dom might well force the British Government to abolish this unseemly traffic. In any case, real American 
pressure — so far never exerted —- would accomplish the same result. 


Right here lies the efficacy of an Eisenhower decision — if it’s made — to enforce a complete block- 
ade of shipping to China. The mere decision alone would probably suffice to bring British Government 
action to end the traffic. Such action would, without any fuss or publicity, severely curtail the kind of 
munitions without which the enemy could scarcely put up much of a show in Korea. 


Prosperity Ahead: It is news when a socialist publication like the New Leader features two articles 
(December 1 and December 8) by an economist who frankly discounts the possibility of an early depres- 
sion. The author is W. S. Woytinsky, now of Johns Hopkins University, formerly an economist for the 
Federal Security Administration. Late in the war Woytinsky came in conflict with his New Deal superiors 
when he insisted that the U.S. would not fall into a postwar depression, as Henry Wallace and others 
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were then forecasting. Again in 1949, this economist expressed doubt about the imminence of a reces. 
sion at that time. 


Today, Woytinsky takes an optimistic view of business prospects and minimizes the effects either of 
a stepping up or of a sudden ending of the war. “Ihe economic system”, he remarks, “working at full 
capacity is amazingly flexible and can absorb shocks which would be extremely dangerous under con. 
ditions of activity on a lower level.” (He points to the ease with which the economy absorbed the shock 
ofthe steel strike during the past year.) “The momentum came”, he says, “not from outside, not from 
war, rearmament and public spending, but from the economic system itself, from the economic genius 
of the nation. It has not been exhausted or weakened and is unlikely to be checked by changes in our 


ambiguous military and political situation.” This economist apparently expects good times until 1955 
at least. 


Nor is he concerned about the shock of an early peace. If that should come there would be “an 
increase in civilian purchasing power which will result from a drastic reduction in taxes. . . . There is 
little doubt that civilians will know what to do with the additional funds left at their disposal as a result 
of a cut in taxes. As in 1945-6, the nation has a tremendous pent-up demand for all kinds of goods, for 
things which consumers ‘could not afford’ with the dependable income left them after taxes.” 


_ He also is at variance with President Truman who last week boasted that his Administration was re- 
sponsible for prosperity since the war. Woytinsky says that the prosperity was not planned by the Gov- 
ernment, but developed “with irresistible strength out of conditions which existed at the end of the war”. 


Spanish Bases — and Churchill: London last weekend apparently developed a case of nerves over re- 
ports that the United States would move most of the U.S. air force units in England to bases in Spain. 
The reports were denied in London, but in Washington we found government circles saying “there’s some- 
thing to it”. The British — and particularly Premier Winston Churchill who will arrive in America next 
week — have reason to heed soberly these reports. 


Britain’s most valued “ace-in-the-hole” when negotiating with the U.S. has been the approximately 
30 American air fields, the 35,000 American Air Force personnel and large numbers of planes based in 
England. The island has been the virtual aircraft carrier pointed toward Soviet Russia — from which 
U.S. bombers could deliver the atom bomb. Britain has found this a good bargaining point. If pacifism 
or‘neutralism (as expressed by British left-wingers) comes to the fore, Britain might move to deny use 
of its territory as a take-off place for such U.S. bombings. 


But the U.S., for its part, has seen fit to develop an “ace-in-the-hole” for America — namely, the 
Spanish bases which Franco reportedly has now granted us. 


Over a year ago in this column, we exposed the fraudulent British pretension that the U.S. should 
not have close relations with “fascist” Spain. Actually, Britain does not fear Spanish fascism at all; it 
fears the creation of an alternate U.S. air base in Spain. If we had such a base, U.S. diplomacy could 
shrug off threats about Britain remaining neutral in case of war with Russia. Every time we would 
shrug, British demands for more dollar help would shrink. 


Hence, the release of publicity on the possibility of moving American air bases to Spain was nicely 
timed — just as a reminder to London — on the eve of the British Premier’s departure for the U.S. 


Actually, the U.S. threat is no idle one. We talked today with Pentagon circles who said it might 
be “‘just as well” to take at least some of the air force now in Britain and to berth it in Spain. There are 
too many AF men on that island, they remarked, and they mentioned recent bad relations between our 
boys in blue and British civilians. 
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Realignment: Those desirous of closer working relations between Southern Democrats and Northern 
conservative Republicans are speculating about a mysterious trip recently taken by Senators Taft and 
Byrd. The Ohioan and the Virginian — warm political friends, despite their party labels — went to South 
Carolina and visited Governor James F. Byrnes of that state. Byrnes has been the bell-wether of the South- 
ern Democrats who want an alliance with midwestern and small city Republicans in the North. 


After the meeting, the three remained discreetly silent about what went on. Observers here spec- 
ulate that some sort of realignment of these two conservative forces in the Congress is being planned. 


This impression is heightened by various statements in the past fortnight by Sen. Karl Mundt, out- 
standing exponent of realignment. According to the New York Times, Mundt recommended that, for 
every GOP chairman of a committee in Congress, there should be a Southern Democratic “vice-chair- 
man”. Those who know congressional procedure can see no workability in such a scheme; it would only 
serve as a “symbol” of unity. They believe the Mundt statement was a “trial balloon” to test reactions 


in preparation for a more formal alliance of the North-South forces on the Congressional level. 


Finally, last Saturday, Mundt predicted that when Congress reconvenes it will reach its major de- 
cisions through “a working combination of Republicans and Southern Democrats” and any legislation 
projected by General Eisenhower “must depend upon support of conservative Southern Democrats”. This 
is interpreted as a sign that any combination of Northern Democrats and Northern Republican “liberals”, 
in support of the anti-filibuster movement, would collide with a coalition of conservatives — Democrats and 
Republicans, North and South. A sharp profile of what many believe is the inevitable formal coalition of 
the latter may emerge in a rather striking way at the very beginning of the next session. 


McCarran: Some Republicans propose that the Democratic author of the controversial immigration bill 
and the sworn enemy of Communists in Government and in the UN should be named head of a special com- 
mittee of internal security under the Republican majority in the Senate. He may — if certain GOP 
strategists have their way — continue to head what has been the Internal Security sub-committee of the 
Judiciary Committee. The reasons advanced for such exceptional treatment of a prominent Democrat are 
as follows: 


(1) The Republican leadership believes that McCarran ensured Republican control of the Senate by 
his support of GOP Senator Malone in Nevada. Pat McCarran turned against Malone’s New Deal Demo- 
cratic opponent. The GOP will have a majority of only one in the Senate when the new Congress starts. 


(2) Most of the GOP leaders in Congress are midwesterners, very anti-Communist and very admiring 
of the senior Senator from Nevada. They are now impressed by the indictment of Lattimore, following 
McCarran’s recommendations for Department of Justice action against the man whom McCarthy called 
“the architect” of Administration policy in the Far East. 


(3) If McCarran is given a post as head of a special committee investigating subversives, it would 
ensure continuity of the work he has been doing, with maintenance of the present valuable staff. 


Finally, there is a precedent. Sen. Byrd, also a Democrat, was similarly honored by GOP Senate 
Leadership in the 80th Congress (1946-8). He was allowed to continue as head of a special committee, 
the Joint Committee on Reduction of Nonessential Federal Expenditures, the “economy” group. It is ru- 
mored that Byrd will again be allowed to head the same committee in the next Congress. 





Lattimore: The indictment of Professor Owen Lattimore, accused of pro-Soviet activities by Senator 
McCarthy, has inspired speculation as to who will serve as Prosecutor for the Department of Justice, dur- 
ing a trial which may rival the two trials of Alger Hiss. It is recalled how a virtually unknown figure, 








Mr. Thomas Murphy, leaped to fame as the prosecutor of Hiss. Right after taking office as Attomey 
. General, Herbert Brownell may have to reach down into the existing Department personnel for a prose. 
cutor; and he would do well if he selected one Department lawyer, Roy Cohn, to present the Gover. 
ment’s case against Lattimore. 


Cohn has attracted much praise and attention recently for his work on the case of Lattimore, in which 
he persuaded the Federal Grand Jury to hand down an indictment. He is thoroughly versed in the de. 
tails of the matter at hand, and is reported to be an excellent cross-questioner. Cohn has also worked on 
the cases of the atom bomb spies now under sentence of death and on the case of William Remington, 
convicted on the charge of perjury for denying he was ever a Communist. 


If Cohn should be selected, he will probably be billed as the child prodigy among prosecutors. He 
graduated from Columbia law school at the age of 19 and he is now 25. 


Labor: One of the most important figures in the labor movement has issued a call to organized labor 
to “revise its political aims and techniques”. President M. A. Hutcheson of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of America, writing in the union organ, The Carpenter (December issue), tells his 
membership that the present policy of the AFL in taking sides in elections is unsound and that the move- 
ment should get back to the policy of Samuel Gompers who urged labor to avoid partisan politics and to 
pursue a policy of “electing your friends and defeating your enemies” regardless of party labels. “In 
its first defection from that policy”, Hutcheson remarks, “the Federation [AFL] tied its political for. 
tunes to a specific candidate who went down to defeat.” 


As Hutcheson puts it: “labor plunged itself so deeply into the political arena and fared so poorly 
in election after election that the time has certainly arrived for taking a serious look at the entire picture.” 
He suggests that it is “fairly obvious” that a good deal of the labor vote must have gone to General Eisen- 
hower, “despite the exhortations of the Federation”. He believes that union members consider themselves 
quite capable of making up their own minds “without any direction from anyone”. And he expresses the 
suspicion that there was “‘resentment” among labor union members against labor bosses who thought they 
knew what was politically best for members. He did not like the publicity of labor in the campaign. 


“If there is any moral in all this”, says Hutcheson, “it seems to me that it must be that American 
workers should not be underestimated either as to intelligence, independence or ability to make decisions 
for themselves. . . .” 


Court Historians: Those who work for the revision of “propaganda history” were pleased with a 
speech given by Professor Howard K. Beale at a meeting of the Mississippi Valley Historical Association 
in Washington on December 28. Beale attacked historians who “are apparently delighted to cooperate in 
the policy of Government censorship by accepting commissions to write history under Government blessing 
or even Government assignment from archives open to them but closed to others who are therefore unable 
to check them and contradict them”. 


Beale emphasized that such a system of letting only a selected few whose views conform to the of- 
ficial Government policy see otherwise secret documents “can destroy our freedom of research and ulti- 
mately make what we write suspect”. He expressed doubt about the value of the detailed histories of 
our armed forces written by official historians at “colossal” cost to the taxpayers.
